Pursuant to my telephone conversation of April 11,2001 with Mr. Nash, this supplements
correspondence submitted March 19, 2001 concerning the above-referenced request. Allegheny
Chemical Corporation (Allegheny Chemical) believes that it has been misidentified in
connection with the Chemical Recovery Systems Site (Site). A review of the company files
revealed no evidence that Allegheny Chemical sent material for disposal or was otherwise
involved at the Site.

In addition, documentation received from your office indicates that another entity with a
similar name may be liable as a responsible party at the Site. The inventory data provided by
Mr. Nash refers to shipments by an entity called “Allegheny Solvents” or “Allegheny Solvents &
Chemicals.” 1 understand from Mr. Nash that accounts receivable information in your
possession may verify this information. [ am enclosing a number of corporate documents, which
indicate that Allegheny Solvents & Chemicals Company was a subsidiary of Chemcentral
Corporation, with operations in Pennsylvania beginning the 1960s. Neither Allegheny Solvents
& Chemicals Company nor Chemcentral Corporation has any relationship to Allegheny
Chemical. Therefore, any shipments from those entities to the Site should not be attributed to
Allegheny Chemical.

In light of this additional information, we request that Allegheny Chemical be removed
from the list of potentially responsible parties at this Site and relieved of the obligation to
respond to the Request for Information. If we receive information indicating that Allegheny
Chemical has potential liability at the Site, we will withdraw this request and cooperate with
USEPA in participating with other liable parties to finance or perform its fair share of any
